"To Mr. W hitney Dr. Cook gave his 
in stru m en ts and his observations, as 
he thought those precious things were 
safer th ere than on the long sledge 
trip in th e spring across Melville bay. 
but all his note books and greasy and 
soiled record l>ooks. which have been 
so closely w ritten upon, he kept and 
carried with him. To me, who under 
stands only a very little astronom y, 
the records w ritten down so c lo sk y 
and in all directions, w ere very’ hard 
to read, but what is the record to us. 
The tw o men. P eary and Cook, their 
character, th eir conduct, th at is w’hat 
inerests 
us. 
and 
every 
little 
item 
throw ing a side light upon th eir na­ 
tu res is valuable.”

“ Battle Harbor, Labrador. Sept. 9.— 
T he steam er Roosevelt, bearing the 


North Pole exi>edition of the Peary 
Arctic club, part in] com pany with the 
Erik and steam ed out of E tah Ford 
' late iii the afternoon of Aug. 18, 19u8, 
I setting the usual course for Cape Sa- 
, "aine. 
The w eather was dirty, with 
I 
I fresh southerly winds. 
W e had on 
j board twentv-two E skim os men. seven- 
I teen women and ten children. 226 dogs 
and som e forty-odd w alrus.” 
Peary tells of the difficulty in forcing 
his ship, the Roosevelt, through the 
t hoked channels and Hoe-covered baya 
before he reached the open polar sea, 
over which he was to travel to the goal 
by sledge. Once he was forced back. 
and twice the Roosevelt grounded. Con­ 
tinuing. he says: 
“ Finally, on Sept. 2, we squeezed 
around Cape Union and m ade fast in 
a shallow niche In the ice. but after 
some hours we m ade an other short 
run to Black Cape, and hung on to a 
grounded bit of ice. 
At last, a little 
after m idnight of Sept. 5. we passed 
through extrem ely heavy running ice 
into a stream of open water, ro u n d e d 
Cape Rawson and passed Cape S heri­ 
dan. We steam ed up to the end of it. 
and it appeared practicable at first to 
reach P o rter bay, near Cape Joseph 
Henley. 
But th e outlook being u n sa t­ 
isfactory, I w ent back and put the 
Roosevelt into the only opening in tht* 
doe. bi lug barred close to th e mouth 
of th e Sheridan river, a little north of 
our position th ree years prior. The 
work of discharging 
th e 
ship 
was 
com m enced at once 
and 
rushed 
to 
completion. 
The supplies and equip­ 
ment we sledged across Ice and sea 
and deposited on shore. A house and 
workshop were built of board, covered 
with sails and fitted with stoves, and 
the ship was snug for the w inter In 
shoal water, where she touched bot 
tom at low tide. This settlem ent on 
the storm y shores of the Arctic ocean 
was christened Hubbardville. 


H unting P arties Sent Out. 


"H unting parties were sent out on 
Sept. Id and a bear was brought in 
on the 12th and some deer a day or 
tw o later.” 
P eary says m any side trips were 
made for the purpose of exploring the 
land, and frequent trips with supplies 
were m ade to Cape Columbia, from 
which Peary intended to depart on his 
long run to the pole. 
It was P e a ry ’s plan to send out ad 
Vance parties to clear the way an i es 
tablish stations. Captain B artlett, of 
the Roosevelt, was in com m and of the 
first party to get away. 
This was on 
March I of the present year. A shore 
tim e later a second division m ade its 
departure, and an hour 
after 
that 
P eary followed. Continuing, he says: 
“The party now 
com prised 
seven 
m em bers of th e expedition, seventeen 
Eskim os, 
133 
dogs 
and 
nineteen 
sledges. One Eskim o and seven dogs 
had gone to pieces. 
“ A strong 
easterly wind, drifting 
snow, and tem p eratu re in th e minus 
m arked our dep artu re from the cam p 
at Cape Columbia, which I had chris­ 
tened C rane City. 
Rough ice in the 
first m arch dam aged several sledges 
a*.'d sm ashed tw o beyond repair, the 
team s going back to Columbia for oth­ 
er sledges in reserve there. 
“ W e cam ped ten miles from C rane 
City. 
T h* easterly wind and low' tem ­ 
peratu re 
continued. 
In the second 
m arch we jiassed th e British record 
m ade by 
M arkham in 
May, 
1876— 
82.20—and w ere stopped by open w a­ 
ter. which had been form ed by the 
wind after B artlett passed. 
In 
this 
m arch we 
negotiated the 
lead and 
reached B a rtle tt’s third camp. B o n n 
had gone hack from here, hut missed 
his way. owing to the faulting of tho 
trail by th e m ovem ent of the Ice. 
"M arvin cam e back also for more 
fuel aud alcohol. The wind continued 
form ing open w ater all about us. 
a 
the end of th e fourth m arch we cam e 
upon B artlett, who had been stopped 
by a wide lake of open water. W e re 
m alned here from M arch 4 to ll. 


Across 84th Parallel. 


"Fortunately, on March l l , th e lead 
-•as practicable, and leaving a note 
for M arvin and Borup to push on after 
us by forced m arches, we proceeded 
northw ard. T he sounding of the lead 
gave HO fathom s. During this m arch 
we crossed the 84th parallel and tra 
▼arsed a succession of Just frozen leads 


from a few yards to a mile In width. 
This m arch was really simple. 
“On th e 14th we got free of the leads 
and cam e on decent going. W hile we 
were m aking 
cam p a courier from 
Marvin cam e and informed me he was 
on the m arch in th e rear. The tem ­ 
perature was 59 below'. 
‘ The following morning. March 14. 
I sent H ansen with his division north 
to pioneer a trail for fi\e m arches. 
and Dr. Goodsell, according to the pro­ 
gram. started back to Cape Columbia. 
At night 
Marvin and Borup 
came 
spinning in with their men and dogs 
steam ing in the bitter air like a squad­ 
ron of battleships. 
Their arrival re­ 
lieved me of all anxiety as to our oil 
supply. 
“ In the m orning I discovered that 
McMillan's foot was badly frost bitten. 
Tlie m ishap had occurred two or three 
days before, hut McMillan had said 
nothing about It in the hope that it 
would eome out all right. A glance at 
the injury showed me th at the only 
thing was to send him back to Cape 
Columbia at once. 
The arrival of Mar­ 
vin and Borup enabled me to spare 
sufficient men and dogs to go back 
with him. 


Ice Begins to Move. 


“On leaving this cam p the expedi­ 
tion com prised 
sixteen men. twelve 
sledges and a hundred dogs. T h e next 
m arch was satisfactory as regards dis­ 
tance and ch a ra c te r of going In the 
latter 
part th ere were pronounced 
M ovements in the ice. 
Some 
1*« Is 
were crossed, in one of which Borup 
and his team took a bath, and we were 
finally stopped by an 
im practicable 
lead opening in front of us. At the end 
of the 
tenth 
m arch, latitude 85.23, 
Borup turned back in com m and of the 
second supporting patty .” 
Peary here tells of overtaking Cap 
tain Bartlett, and he was again pushed 
forw ard with H enderson to do more 
pEmeer work. Peary and Marvin and 
Hansen rem ained behind for twenty 
nours. The policy now pursued was 
for lia rtle tt’s crew to break the way 
and ram p. W hen the Peary force cam e 
up the B artlett cam p was oecupie I by 
the newcom ers, 
w h ile 
Bartlett and 
Henderson made another advance. The 
condition of the ice wa.i Improving 
right along and every day good dis 
tanees were made. At one tim e Bart 
lett made t we utv miles in a day. 


Marvin Drowned. 


Then began the breaking of form er 
records. 
One observation gave 86 38. 
and Peary knew that he had beaten 
Nansen and Abruzzl. Not an accident 
had m arred the expedition up to this 
point. 
Things were rapidly shaping 
them selves for the great dash, and 
here poor Marvin was turned back. 
He was to return to Cape Columbia, 
but lie nev*r reached It. He M I into 
opc*n w ater and was drowned. 
More Eskim os w ere sent with Mar 
vin on the return trip, and Peary then 
found him self with nine men 
seven 
sledges and sixty dogs. Changes in the 
atm ospheric conditions were noted. A 
haze enveloped th e wonderful fields of 
glistening Ice. und it was impossible 
to see any distance. 
G reat banks of snow obstructed the 
trail and the ice becam e very rough 
Iii the midst of this hnart-breaking 
work Peary cam e up with the Bartlett 
party, all th e men exhausted. 
Snow houses were built and a camp 
made. During the night there was a 
sw ift breaking up of the ice, aud w htti 
the men were aroused it was found 
that the cam p was on the edge of open 
w ater, c^ue dog team narrow ly esc aped 
being crushed betw een th e great cakes 
of ice. 
P rep aratio n s were m ade for a quick 
start, and at a favorable opportunity 
I he w hole expedition pushed across 
some thin ice. 
All the following day 
the men were on an ice field, which 
heaved and groaned, while from the 
open w ater a black fog arose. 
Pushing onward. Peary cam e upon 
old ice. which was solid and which 
enabled him to m ake an advance of 
six miles without any trouble. There 
was a high wind, but It did not h am ­ 
per the party. 
H enderson was sent back. and now 
as the 88th parallel was nearing Peary 
determ ined to drop Captain Bartlett, 
who had shown so much courage and 
*>ad done more than any other of the 
supporting party to m ake th e axpedi 
tion a success. 
Captain B artlett w ant­ 
ed to go ahead, but Peary told him 
there were no supplies for a large 
party. 
Peary says 
C aptain Bartlett 
was very solemn, and possibly found 
comfort in P eary ’s declaration that, 
next to an American, a British sub­ 
ject had succeeded in getting farthest 
north. 
Peary was now left with his faith­ 
ful Matt Hensen, five Eskimos, four 
sledges and enough dogs to m ake dou­ 
ble team s for the sledges. Peary says 
that he was now within reach of the 
prize for which he had worked thirty- 
two years. 
The outfit was ideal; the 
sledges were of the best; the dogs 
in fine condition: the toad s ip; !-• a .. 
pie for th e small force. 


Some Fast Travelling. 


Continuing his story. Peary says: 
“ At a little after m idnight of April 
I. after a few hours of sound sleep. I 
.3it the trail, leaving th e others to 
break up cam p and follow. As I climb 
ed the pressu re ridge back of our 
igloos I set an o th er hole in my belt, 
the third since I started. Every man 
and dog of us was lean and flat bellied 
as a board, and as hard. 
“ I set a good pace for about ten 


j hours. Twenty-five miles took me well 
I yond th e 88th parallel. 
I 
“ A few hours* sleep and we were on 
the trail again. As the going was now 
I practically horisontal, we were unham 
I pc red and could travel as long as we 
pleased 
and 
sleep as 
little as 
we 
wished. 
We had m ade tw enty miles 
in ten hours and were half way to the 
89th parallel. 


Ice Grinding Audibly. 


“The ice was grinding audibly in 
every direction, but no motion was 
visible. Evidently it was settling back 
into equilibrium and probably sagging 
due northw ard with its release from 
th e wind pressure. 
“Again th ere was a few hours’ stop, 
and we hit the trail before midnight. 
The w eath er and going were even bet 
ter. The surface, except as in terru p t­ 
ed by infrequent ridges, was as level 
as the glacial fringe from Hecla to 
Columbia and harder. 
* 
“ We m arched som ething over t ‘*n 
hours, th e dogs being often oil th** trot, 
and made tw enty miles. Near the end 
of the m arch we rushed arro ss a lea I 
IOO yards wide. which buckled under 
our sledges and flnaly broke as the 
last sledge left IL 
“ We stopped in sight of the H9:b 
parallel, in a tem p eratu re of 40 de­ 
grees below. Again a scant sleep and 
we were on our way once more and 
across the 89th parallel. 
“ We m ade tw enty five miles or m^re. 
the air. the sky. and the bitter wind 
burning the face till it crackled. 
It 
was like the great interior h e cap of 
Greenland. Even the natives com plain­ 
ed of the b itter air. It was as keen 
frozen steel. 
"A little longer sleep than the pre­ 
vious ones had to be taken here, a ; 
we were all in need of it. Then on 
again. 
"Before I turned in I took an o b ser­ 
vation which indirated our position as 
89.25. 
A dense, lifeless pall hung over 
head. The horizon was blac k and th • 
Ice beneath 
was a ghastly, chalk' 
white, with no relief—a striking co r 
trust to the glimmering, sunlit fields of 
it over which we hail heed travelling 
for the previous four days. 
"A rise in temp**ratun til 15 below- 
reduced the friction of the sledges and 
gave the dogs the appearance of hav­ 
ing caught the spirits of the party 
The more sprightly ones. as they went 
along with tightly curled tails. f r a 
quently tossed their heads with short 
sharp barks and yelps 
“ In 
twelve hours we made forty 
miles 
There was no sign of a lead in 
th e mareh. 


The Pole at Last! 


"I had now made my fivf* m a rih e - 
and was in tim e for a hasty noon ob 
nervation through a tem porary h rea’r 
in the clouds, w hich indicated our jh> 
sition as 89 57. 
I quote an entry fron 
my journal some hours later: 
“ Tile pole at last! T he prize or 
th ree centuries, my dream and goal 
for tw enty v^ars mine at last! I can 
not bring myself to realize It! 
“ ’It all seem s so simple and com 
monplace. 
As Bartlett said when turn 
Ing back, when speaking of his being 
in th ese exclusive regions which no 
m ortal hail ever penetrated before: 
" ’It is Just like every day?’ 
“Of course I had m any sensation** 
that m ade sleep impossible for hours 
despite my u tter fatigue—the s *nsa 
tions of a lifetime; but I have no room 
for them here. 
“The firgt th irty hours at the pole 
were spent in taking observations: In 
going som e ten miles beyond our cam p 
and some eight miles to the right o r 
it; in taking photographs, planting my 
flags, depositing ray records, studying 
the horizon with my telescope for pos 
sible land, and searching for a prac­ 
ticable place to m ake a sounding. 
“Ten 
hours after our arrival the 
clouds cleared before a light breeze 
from our left, and from that tim e un 
til our dep artu re in the afternoon of 
Vpri! 7 the w eather was cloudless and 
flawless 
The m inimum tem p eratu re 
during the thirty hours was 33 below 
the m axim um 12. 


The Return Journey. 


“W e hail reached the goal. but th** 
return was still before us. It was es 
sentlal that we reach land before the 
next spring tide, and we m ust strain 
every nerve to do this.” 
The party travelled several hours, 
slept an hour or two. ate abd went 
ahead. This they did day and night. 
Peary did not m ake any ocean sound 
ing until he returned to the 87th par 
allel. He dropped a line 9000 feet an I 
found no bottom. Then the line snap 
ped. 
A few m arches brought Peary 
to the spot where he had dropped Cap­ 
tain Bartlett, and. with th e exception 
of a few- stretches of open w ater and 
one storm , the return was simple. 
W hen Cape Columbia was reached. 
when the sledges were pulled up on 
land, the Eskim os danced with joy. 
Plenty of food was given the dogs and 
everybody took a long sleep. 
C ontinu­ 
ing his narrative. Peary says: • 
“W e reached Hecla in one m arch 
and th e Roosevelt in another. W hen 
we got to the Roosevelt I was stag 
gered by the news of the fatal m is­ 
hap to Marvin. 
He had been either 
less cautious or less fortunate than the 
rest of us. and his death em phasized 
the risk to which we had all been 
subjected, for there was not one of us 
but had been in the sledge at some 
tim e during the journey. 
“The big lead, cheated of its prey 
three years before, had at last gained 
its hum an victim." 
W ith th e task over. Peary lost lit­ 
tle tim e in boarding th e Roosevelt 
rind startin g home. He landed the E s­ 
kimos a t their hom es and cleared for 
Cape York. On Sept. 5 he arrived at 
Indian Harbor, whence th e m eesar*. 
"Start and Stripes nailed to North 
Pole," was sent.
